the  university  settlement 

Graduate  research  offers  a new  and  fruitful  area  of  co-operation  between  the  campus 
and  the  University  Settlement,  partners  for  nearly  half  a century  in  helping  the 
people  of  central  Toronto. 

Housed  at  last  in  a sparkling  new  $750,000  building,  the  Settlement’s  executive 
director,  Harry  M.  Morrow,  is  anxious  to  strengthen  the  unofficial  ties  with  the 
University  community.  One  of  the  most  important  ways,  he  believes,  is  through 
mutual  aid  in  graduate  studies. 

The  Settlement  district  is  crowded,  old,  depressed,  a traditional  reception  area  for 
ethnic  groups.  “There  is  lots  of  material  here  for  the  social  worker,  the  sociologist,  the 
psychologist,  the  town  planner,”  Mr.  Morrow  explained.  He  and  his  staff  can  help 
students  plan  approaches,  may  be  able  to  open  doors  for  them.  In  return,  the 
Settlement  can  gain  valuable  information. 

In  past  years,  student  groups  from  Town  and  Regional  Planning  have  made  housing 
surveys,  and  a graduate  student  at  the  Institute  of  Child  Study  has  completed  a 
sociometric  study.  This  should  be  only  the  beginning,  according  to  Mr.  Morrow.  He 
is  anxious  to  discuss  possible  graduate  research  projects  with  any  interested 
faculty  members. 

The  campus  community  has  been  active  ever  since  the  Settlement  was  established  in 
1910  on  the  initiative  of  the  University  YMCA.  It  then  had  the  encouragement  and 
leadership  of  the  President,  Sir  Robert  Falconer,  first  in  a line  of  Settlement  Board 
chairmen  which  includes  Malcolm  Wallace,  Hardolph  Wasteneys  and  the  present 
chairman,  Professor  G.  de  B.  Robinson. 

At  first  the  Settlement,  modelled  after  Toynbee  House  which  was  started  by  students 
and  staff  of  the  University  in  London  in  1884,  depended  on  financial  subscriptions 
from  the  campus.  The  staff  consisted  only  of  a director  brought  from  Hull  House, 
assisted  by  three  resident  students.  Today  the  Settlement  has  26  full-time  staff 
members  including  maintenance  and  clerical  help,  two  dozen  part-time  workers  and 
60  volunteers.  The  annual  cost,  about  $160,000  for  all  operations,  is  met  mainly  by 
the  United  Community  Fund  and  the  City  of  Toronto. 

The  University  community,  however,  continues  to  supply  16  of  the  25  directors, 
among  them  the  President  as  honorary  chairman  of  the  Board  and  Professor  C.  C.  Love 
as  vice-chairman.  Many  of  the  remainder  became  interested  while  on  campus. 

Faculty  members  also  are  on  programme  committees,  Dean  Boyd  Neel  and  other 
Conservatory  faculty  on  the  Music  School  committee  and  Professor  J.  H.  Ebbs  and 
his  staff  on  the  Physical  Education  committee,  for  example.  Still  others  help  in  group 
work.  A Women’s  Auxiliary,  of  which  Mrs.  Moffatt  Woodside  currently  is  president, 
has  helped  furnish  Camp  Boulderwood  on  Gull  Lake.  Student  groups  and  Hart  House 
include  Settlement  children  in  their  Christmas  plans. 

Last  April,  the  neighbourhood  centre  moved  into  a new  building,  constructed  under 
an  unprecedented  agreement  by  the  city  but  operated  by  the  Settlement.  It  contains 
game  and  exercise  rooms,  facilities  for  music  and  nursery  schools,  woodworking  and 
arts  and  crafts  shops,  a standard  gymnasium  and  75-foot  swimming  pool. 

Though  there  is  room  for  youth,  the  Settlement  has  never  had  less  than  50  per  cent 
adult  membership.  For  the  older  generation,  many  of  them  new  to  Canada  and 
studying  English  at  its  night  classes,  there  are  no  formal  limits  to  the  centre’s  work. 
They  come  to  it  for  help  with  problems  of  law,  finances,  employment  and  housing. 
“People  here  find  it  hard  to  go  to  strange  agencies  when  they  are  in  trouble,” 

Mr.  Morrow  explained.  “They  want  to  have  something  firm  and  anchored  in  the 
community  instead  of  a ‘problem  place.’  This  isn’t  a problem  place.”
